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SCHOOL QUESTION. 


The £un of Winnipeg, some time ago sent 
cut circulars to leading men throughout the 
province, asking their opinions on the public 
questions now agitating the people. The 
questions were, First, Are you in favor of 
the abolition of the French as an official lan- 
guage? Second, Are you in favor of the ab- 
Olitiun of Separate Schools? Third. Are you 
in favor of a system of purely national schools 
secular in character? About seventy 
answers were received, andof these, only 
two answered, no, to the first question, the 
opinion being practically unanimous that the 
French language ought to go as an official 
language; to the seconde question, there were 
four in favor of Separate Schools and the rest 
were for their abolition, On the third «ues- 
tion opinions were more varied. There were 
ten negative answers, about twenty-two 
would liketo sce national schools with some 
form of religious exercise toZsuit all de- 
nominations, Some of these however wouldpre’ 
fer secular school to the present system, if no 
alternative could be found; while twenty-nine 
gave decided answers in favor of national 
secular schools. It would appear from this 
that the government will have strong back- 
ing in carrying out its programme. There 
can be no doubt that this question is taking 
a strong hold upon the minds of the people 
of Canada, Men of all classes are thinking 
about it, and studying over it as they never 
did before, and itis safe to conclude, that 
the outcome of this will be advantageous to 
the country. If we desire to build up a 
strong nation, having a national sentiment, 
that will be purely Canadian, the work must 
be done in our Public Schools, Associations 
are formed there that are more binding than 
any other, and a united people can only be 
formed by one systemn of common schools, 
where the same course of study is pursued 
by all,and when every child,no wnatter whet- 
her white, black, or red; British, French, or 
German,can meet on common ground, and 
feel that. if no where else, in the school at 
least, the only line of division is that created 
by merit and ability. This is an impossibil- 
ity in any community,when there are two 
sets of schools, in many of which the lan- 
guage used in one is not the same as that used 
inthe other. Looked at from a purely na- 
tional, patriotic, point of ‘view, there can be 
no question that it would infinitely help to 
create 4 national sentiment to have only one 
set of schools, that would be purely national. 

If no other consideration than this entered 
into the question, the opinion weuld no 
doubt be practically unanimous in favor of 
the abolition of the Separate School system. 
But unfortunately, there is another question 
that must be considered by any one who at- 
tempts to settle our educational system, on a 
permanent and enduring basis, und that is 
the religious question. A large number of 
Canadians belong toa church that claim as 
& matter of conscience that the secular train. 
ing in the schools should be linked with re- 
ligious teaching, and even the latter take the 
precedence, Whether this isa proper view 
to take or not, is not now under considera- 
tion. We have the fact that it exists, and 
that toa large extent. Furthermore, this 
view is not held by the RomanCatholics only, 
but many leading divines among Protest. 
ante claim, that the Bible and its ethical 
and religious teachings should not be ignor. 
ed in the schools of our land, and so while 
many of them contend for purely national 
schools, they demand that religious teaching 
and exercises, form part of the work during 
school hours. The difference between them 
however, and their Koman Catholic fellow 
Oitizens is that, the latter claim that the 
ehureh and it alone, should have charge of 


this part of the education of the childges ; | 


both Protestants and Roman Catholics, and 
there has been no hope held out by the lat- 
ter during the whole controversy that any 
religious exercise, except one formed and 
controlled by themselves would be accepted, 
and this the other churches would not agree 
From this then it is plain that only one 
of two systems is possible, and that is either 
separate or secular schools. 
of national schools, religious instruction is to 
be provided for and given, then it will be 
necessary to insist on the teachere being pro- 
perly qualified on this as in any other branch 
taught in the schools.

The instruction given should be of such a na- 
ture as tocommand the respect and assent 
In probably nine cases out

ASSEMBLY NOTES. 

Mr. Haultain presented a report cf the 
special committee on the Northwest bill, 
introduced and withdrawn, by Mr. Dewdney 
in the Dominion parliament. 

The amendments to the bill made in com. 
mittee of the whole, were, to dispense with 
the sitting of legal experts with the assem- 
bly. That the term «f the assembly should 
four years instead of three; that the appoint. 
ments of sheriffs and clerks of court, be 
given tothe local goverrment, with the 
power given to the assembly to regulate 
their fees: that the power of appointing 
Sree of the peace, should be left with the 
ieutenant governor, and not to be given to 
the governor general in council, as proposed; 
and the power to prescribe qualifications and 
regulations voncetning them be with the 
assembly; the property of all road allow- 
ances, trails, non navigable rivers and streams, 
with power to construct, should be vested in 
the government of the Territones; the 
repeal of the section regarding the use of the 
French language; and that the provisions 
with regard to prohibition, and otherclauses 
contained in section 110 of the bill, should 
not be amended by the Dominion govern- 
ment, but remain the same as now, until the 
power conferred by this section is exercised 
by the assembly. The acricultural commit- 
tees report recommends the granting of 
second homesteads, to those desiring them, 
who entered the Territories while the second 
homestead law'was in force, and that the 
right of preemption be extended bevond 
January Ist, 1890, The report was adopted 
and embodied in a memorial to the minister 
of the interior, 

Mr. Cayley’s motion to have two members 
of the house appointed to advise with the 
Niententant governor, instead of an advisory 
board, forthe purpose of tiding over the 
difficulty, until the question between the 
assembly and the governor is settled, was 
earricd by a vote of 12 to 8. 

A long resolution rehearsing the struggle 
between the governor and the assembly, 
was passed by the same vote, and asking the 
lieutenant governor to transmit it to Ottawa 
by telegram. 

A memorial was sent to the Dominion 
government asking theta grant of land for 
university purposes be set apart in the 
districts of Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Assiniboia, to be selected at once, and 
available when needed. 

The memorial on responsible government 
and finances as passed through the house, 
asks for full control over all monies granted 
by the Dominion house to the Territories; 
that the advisory board be id, and ti;at 
the governor be not a member of it; and 
that there should be a fixed payment yearly 
in the form of asubsidy, the amount to be 
determined by the considerations named in 
the memorial. The total annual subsidy 
asked for is $480,850, for five years, 

The following bills were read a third time 
and passed. The hill amending the judica- 
tnre ordinance; hides, mortgages and sales 
of personal property; amending the school 
ordinance; amending the municipal ordin- 
ance; amending the legal profession bill, 
the property of married women; and amend- 
ing the interpretation ordinance. 

The following resolutions and reports, 
adopted during the session, were ordered to 
be trausmitted to the proper quarters, 
Resolution on gophers; seed grain; second 
homesteads; pre-emptions; tree planting; 
the granting of magisterial powers to police 
Officers; prairie tires; immigration passes; 
and grants for immigration purposes,
